States* Today s Liverpool imports 
were 33,019 bales of which 32,033 were 
American. 
Liverpool, however, is 
carrying a large stock of cotton other 
than 
American. 
Friday s report 
show-, 282,000 bales as against 184,000 
last veal*, and 140,090 in 1912. 
It is reported that cotton is bring­ 
ing 18 cents a pound in Germany .

ranch gets its name in the same man­ 
ner the big 20-story building at the 
intersection of Broadway and 
23d 
street, New York, gets its name; 
it 
Is a flatiron in shape, comprising 
3,000 (less OOO) acres of rich, sandy 
loam, potato-propagating land.

The word “ Method 
always sug­ 
gests to my mind a “ patent medicine" 
professed to cure all ills. 
As there 
is, of course, no such medicine there 
is also no “ method" that would tit 
and suit everybody. 
A s a matter Of 
fact, no pianist I ever heard (includ­ 
ing myself.) has ever learned his art 
by a ’’method.’' 
Leschetizky gets 
very angy when he hears the words, 
“ Leschetizky method,” and he gener­ 
ally shouts at the speaker: 
“ I have 
no ‘method!’ ” 
He has, like ©very 
good teacher, his own ways of impart­ 
ing the fundamental 
principles 
of 
i music making in general, and piano 
playing in particular, but even these 
“ ways” do not fit every pupil, though 
though they do good service in many 
cases. 
A method is a shoe to lit all 
kinds and sizes of feet and a strait­ 
jacket for individual talent. 
After 
all. there is in piano playing 
not 
much more than good finger action in 
various discipline, a good touch and 
tone production. 
These are achieved 
bv training the fingers, hands and 
arms to do their work naturally. 
All 
the rest, time. shading, etc., are as es­ 
sential for singing or violin playing 
as for any other instrument and come, 
therefore, under the head of “ music 
as distinct from “ piano 
playing.” 
And for “ music making” there is no 
“ method” either. 
Neither Tausig, 
Liszt 
nor 
von 
Bulow ever invented, contrived 
or 
compiled—much 
less 
published—a 
“ method.” —Josef Hoffman.

W hether live stock is likely to suf­ 
fer when living in the neighborhood 
of railroad yards, industrial plants 
and large manufacturing centers, was 
the question that the Leeds (Eng.) 
university 
proposed 
to 
Yorkshire 
farmers, and the answers showed the 
affirmative not only for animals but 
also 
as 
concerns 
grass 
and 
other 
plants. 
It appears that the growth of 
young stock is kept back under such 
conditions, and in the case of old stock 
or horses these are seen to require 
much more care and food than those 
which live in a pure air. 
Such effects 
oil animals are due partly to the direct 
action of the vitiated air when taken 
into (he lungs and on tile other hand 
by the very poor quality of grass that 
grows here, as it cannot develop un­ 
der good conditions.

Japan's Paper Underclothing. 
The Japanese are now making un­ 
derclothing of finely crisped or grained 
paper, the New York Weekly states. 
After the paper lias been cut to a 
pattern, the different parts are sewn 
together and hemmed, and the places

formed are strengthened with calico 
or linen. 
The paper Is very strong 
and at the same time very flexible. 
After a garment has been worn a few 
hours It will interfere with the per­ 
spiration of the body no more than do 
garments made of cotton fabric. 
The paper is not sized, nor is it im­ 
permeable. 
After becoming wet the 
paper is difficult to tear. 
When an en­ 
deavor is made to tear it by hand it 
presents almost as much resistance 
as the thick skin used for making 
gloves.

Neither Animals Nbor Vegetation Flour­ 
ish in the Vicinity of Large 
Manufacturing Plants. 


Whether live stock is likely to suf­ 
fer when living in the neighborhood 
of railroad yards, industrial plants 
and large manufacturing centers, was 
the question that the Leeds (Eng.t 
university 
proposed 
to 
Yorkshire 
farmers, and the answers showed the 
affirmative not only for animals but 
also 
as 
concerns 
grass 
and 
other 
plants. 
It appears that the growth of 
young stock is kept back under such 
conditions, and in the case of old stock 
or horses these are seen to require 
much more care and food than those 
which live in a pure air. 
Such effects 
on animals are due partly to the direct 
action of the vitiated air when taken 
into the lungs and on the other hand 
by the very poor quality of grass that 
grows here, as it cannot develop un­ 
der good conditions. 
Sheep raising is 
found to be specially difficult in these 
places, even impossible. 
Near Leeds, 
this had to be discontinued, for the 
wool was of very jx>or quality, besides 
being full of impurities of various 
kinds. 
Thus it appears that the same 
general rules apply to animals as to 
human 
beings 
under 
such 
circum­ 
stances.—Scientific American.

Right down to the time of John 
Smeaton, 
who 
invented 
the stone 
tower, lighthouses were built of wood. 
It was Smpaton's success in placing 
a stone edifice on the dreaded Eddy­ 
stone rocks, in the eighteenth century, 
which really gave an impetus to light­ 
house building, and since then the 
sea-builder has achieved many notable 
conquests in all parts of the globe. 
The first erected was that built by 
Mr. R. Stevenson on the Hell rock, on 
the famous Inchcape reef, off the 
coast of Scotland. 
The construction 
of this lighthouse was one long, ter­ 
rible battle with the angry sea. 
The 
securing of the foundations, naturally 
the most hazardous part of the whole 
undertaking, proved exceedingly dif­ 
ficult. 
It is recorded that the men worked 
with desperation. 
Only two could re­ 
main on the rock at a time, but they 
stuck 
there 
with 
the 
tenacity 
of 
leeches, the cold waters of the North 
sea bearing down every few' minutes 
and 
sweeping 
entirely over them. 
When the first stone was at last 
swung Into position the men, ragged, 
chilled and worn with the awful strug­ 
gle, clung to the iron rods which they 
had erected upon the roof and cheered 
madly, like soldiers just over the ram­ 
parts of an enemy’s forts. Again and 
again they were absolutely driven 
from the rock. 
When the tower be­ 
gan to appear well above the sea, ter­ 
rible storms arose and swamped the 
works. 
On several occasions blocks 
weighing as much as two tons were 
ruthlessly torn out of their places and 
swept into the 
sea. 
despite 
dove­ 
tailed joints and Portland cement. In 
the end the sea-builder proved vic­ 
torious, as he always does: but it 
cost four years' labor and the expendi­ 
ture of $300,000 before the lighthouse 
stood complete.—Wide World Maga­ 
zine.
